This is uotsohow- 
ver. There ore few southerner* here 
after office. There were probably 150,- 
MO here on the ith of March, but they 
came to nee a democratic) president in- 
augurated, and not to get office. The 
west furnishes tbe bulk of office seekers 
and those from republican states like 
Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska are the most 
persistent, although our Indianians are 
not backward." The most active class of 
office seekers is that composed of ex- 
membera of congress. Of the sixty-four 
democratic ex-members fifty-six are 
candidates for office. They all immagine 
they have a lien on the government. Some 
of them who were candidates for cabinet 
positions have come down to their 
natural level and are now only too willing 
to accept of almost any thing, even pa. 
sitions us heads of bureaus at 92,500 a 
year. But so far ex-members have been 
ignored and unknown men have been 
appointed to fill the.important offices.

stronger backing than Phil Thompson 
for'commissioner of internal revenue. 
He had the endorsement of the entire 
Kentucky, Indiana and Illinois dele- 
gations and every man of prominence in 
the party, yet the president appointed a 
young man of West Virginia to the place, 
notwithstanding the fact that the West 
Virginia delegation had endorsed Phil 
Thompson.
